Inquiries by correspondence in England have been also 
unsuccessful- All qualified there wanted a higher salary than 
is offered here, and therewith a Professorship.

and Dr. RD. Defries. These are not fully qualified, but 

I hoped that after a couple of years they might become effici- 
ent. Dr. Fletcher declined because he preferred to accept a 
Research Fellowship in the Rockefeller Insitiute, New York, 
and Dr. Defries is expecting to receive an appointment in 
Public Health work, to which he is now proposing to devote 
himself entirely as a career. 

The only one now available for the position is my 
son, Dr. A. Bruce Macallum, at present in England and holding 
a Beit Memorial Fellowship for Medical Research. He was not 
considered as a candidate, nor was he thought of as available 
for the post until Saturday last. I received a letter from 
him on that day stating that practically all research work in 
England is stopped until after the war is finished, and that 
the Research Institute in which he has been working is to be 
taken over by the War Office for hospital purposes.

I may add that he is, as vont know, a graduate in 
Arts (First Class Honors B & P Course) and in Medicine 
(M.B. 1909, MeD. 1910) and has been Assitant Teaching Fellow 
in Biochemistry in Harvard three years, and has held a Beit 
Memorial Fellowhip for over two years, during which time he 
has been doing research work in Munich and London, England. 
His experience is very much greater and his training very 
much more extensive than the experience and the training of 
any of the candidates for the position that have been con- 
sidered.
